Tong without a communication from our con. 
tinental possessions in India, even in aa unfa« 
vorable monsoon, as we have been at present, 
We regret extremely the occasìon to lay before 
our readers the serious apprehensions which 
must be entertaiged for the safety, or to make 
the least of it, the welfare of the Hope, as well 
as ef two other ships whose names we have not 
boen able to learn, that were to leave Bengal 
nearly at the same time in the beginning o 
January. Their non-arrival is unaccountable 
in any other way than by the supposition of 
some accident having happened; even allow. 
mg that they touched at Prince of Wales’s 
Island or Malacca, the Hope, which was to sail 
Êrst, ought to have been here ere now. That 
there was severe weather in the Bay, about 
the beginning af January we know, for the 
Lady Barlow just escapedit. We believe an 
uausual number of accidents have happened at 
sea within the last five or six years, which 
alarms us the more on the present occasion, 

It is horrid to refect upon the misery oce 
gasioned by theloss of a ship at auy time, 


but when crowded with Passengers, as these 
most likely were, it would be distressing ta 
give an idea of it. 

European intelligence has now been a long 
time withheld from us, while our auxiety on 
account of it is daily incrtased in aten fold 
proportion. After the first arrivals direct 
from England, we may expect to’ be furnished 
constantly with more recent information than 
in other parts of Audia; but should our 
edwiees generally come by-the Coast or Ben. 
gal, our solicitude will not unfrequentiy ba 
lengthened out to seven or eight months. If 
this month passes without au arriral direct 
from Eugland, our attention will be nota 
little engaged with the idea of its daily oc.

rectors of the Bank of England. He had na 
business with that person, but as he had been 
alluded to in that House, he could not help 
expressing his applause of his conduct, 
(Hear!) He would irt the face of those who 
were the least charitabty disposed towards that 
Neble Lord, express his admiration of his tal. 
ents, his virtues, and his accomplishmeats ; 
but with all these feeliags towards that Noble 
Lord, his case was altogether out of the ques. 
tion, and had nothing to da with the present 
Bill, not wore than the private affairs of his 
Honourable ‘Friend below hin (Mr. Calcraft 
we believe). What was done, he would ask, 
by the present Bill, but to deprive the land. 
tord pf this one remedy-? He could still pro- 
ceed to eject the tenant. He had only to 
bring his ejectment acgording to the common 
fori of proceeding which was-usual on the 
nen-payment of a half.years rent, by which 
e would recover his lease. Was not that a 
sufficient remedy, wheu he could force the ten.

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by the old tenant? Allother creditors werel 
in exactly the same situation ; for this Bill did 
not pretend to relieve them. There was a 
number of persous in this country who, hav. 
ing borrowed the funds of the widows and the 
orphans, and others in similar situations, 
were as much entitled to the protection of the 
laws as the tenautry, but they might be/ coma 
pelled to pay the capital and the periodical iui 
terest on that capita in the very same manuerj 
in which they could have been obliged to pay 
it had this Act never passed. He would sup. 
pose this payment to be refused by a debtor of 
the interest due to the creditor, iu the lawfuk 
coin of the realm, and the creditor to obtain 
a judgment on that refusal ; on that judgmen 
he was as much entitled to seize the person of 
the debtor,; to take his goods on exceution, om 
to quarter himself on his land, as if this Bilt 
had never passed.—It was true he had heard 
that vague insinuatious had been thrown out 
‘on ‘this subject; that certain persous in high
